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THE BAILWAY FROM PEKING TO 

TIENTSIN. ? 

Ticntain, Jnne 15. 
Your correspondent has been somewhat 
negligent of late, dependent on tho fact 
that he has been stent most of the tine 
since his.Jast w It would tuke too 
much time to write up all that might be 
written of presithable iptorest to some 
readors at least, and, moreover much of it 
would be stale nows very likely. Bofore 
referring to the excitement prevailing here 
at present, lot one or two other matters 
be mentioned; connected with the new rail- 
way over which road I had tho pleasure, 
or. otherwise, af passing. My travellin; 


train to Tientsin, instead of » baat from 
T'ungchou. Itis not necessary to describe 
the cart ride of 60 or 70 ti from Tungchan 
pover: bad -roads,-through- the southern city] 
of Peking because there was, a4 the carter 
said, no other more direct road to the 
nearest available stution of Féngt‘ni, south 
of Peking, distant some five or six miles 
from the gate near which the Peking 
station is to le. Suffice it to say that it 
was tediuus and tiresome, and octupied 
about nine heurs' time. 


THE WESTELN SECTION, 

About 100 carts were gathered about the 
station, which is-only partially complete as 
yet. So many were the carts and sight- 
seers, that that houseless place had a very 
lusy sppearance. ‘Tho station is in the 


open, the nearest village being some distance |; 


away. But the country scoms well-cullivat- 
ed. and to havo a rich and productive soil. 
Indeed this patch of: land south of the 
capital ‘is ene of the richest and best 


[cultivated spots I have sven in a long 


time. Tut ail this was sadly change 

soon after Ivaying Féngt‘ai. For miles 
the road passes through about as desolate 
and dreary 4 country as one need to wish’ 
for—sandy, sparse and stunted vegetation, 
and the villages insight are ‘far, far 
away.’ Some of the Emperial grounds are 
near at hand, but there is-little to be scen 
of them from the cars. Ashort distance 
from Fengt‘ai the mad, which at that 
point had been nearly S. W. and N.E., 


-}turned-to the left almost ata right angle 


towards the S. E., showing that tho line is 
far from a direct one from Tientain to 
Peking. A story is told of » former Russi- 
an Emperer, that after expert’ engincers 
had laid out the Lae of railway: between 
Moscow anid St. Petersburg, touching alt 
the chiof places between the two in the 
interest of trade, he took-the map of the 


road. when placed before him, laid a ruler | 


upon itand drew a straight line. between 
the” tev points, and signified that this 
was the lme of the road. It is a pily 
gome one could not~have dealt witlf 
this road in the same manner’ it 
would havo shortened the-distance to Pek- 
ing considerably, the road would have 
passed through a better country and nearer 
aome important towns, and so have been in 
the interest of trade-development as well. 
As it is, the western half cf the road is 
little better than a desert, and throughout 
the entire distance it appears ty have been 
an objeet to avoid all towns and villages a3 
much as possible, One caunet help query-

THE WESTERN SECTION. 

About 100 carts werd yathered about the 
station, which is only partially complete ag 
yet. So many were the carts and sight- 
seors, that thit houseloss place had a very 
usy appearanee, Thu station is in the 
opens tie nearest village bolag somo distance 
away. Tut the country scems well-cultivat- 
ed, and to have a rich and productive svil. 
Indeed this jmtch of land south of the 
capital is one of the richest and - best 
cultivated spots I have seen in a long 
time, But. all this was sadly change 
soon after leaving Féngt‘si, “For miles 
the road passus through about as desolate 
and dreary a country as une need to wish 
for—sandy, sparse and stunted vegetation, 
aad the villages in sight are ‘far. far 
away.’ Some of tho Imperial grounds are 
near ot hand, but thero is little t be seen 
of them from the curs. ‘A short distance 
from Fengt'ai the read, which at that 
point had heen nearly S. W. and N.E., 
turned to the left almost atu right angle 
towards the S. E., showing that the line is 
for froin a direct oné fron Tiontsin to 
Peking. A story is told of a former Russi- 
an Emperor, that after expert engineers 
had'‘Iaid out the line of railway between 
Moscow and St. Petersbury, touching- all 
the chiof places betwoen the two in the 
interest of trade, he took the map of the 
road wheri placed before him, laid a ruler 
upon itand drow a straight linc between 
the two points, and sigmficd’ that this 
was the line of.the road. It ia a pi 
some one could not have deslt witit 
this roud in the same manner? it 
would have shortened the distances to Pek- 
ing considerably, the road would have 
passed through a better country and nearer 
some important towus, and so have been in 
the intorest of trade-devclopment as well. 
As it is, the western hal) por the road is 
little better than a desert, dnd throughout 
the entire distance it appears..to have been 
an object to avoid al tuwns and villages as 
much as possible. One cannot help query- 
ing what the objoct of the road is, for it 
appears not to be in the interest of trade, 
other than between the termini.

They illustrated the improved 
morality of tho Welsh by stating that 
now it was a disgrace to be found 
drunk, drawing a fine distinction be- 
tween being drunk or getting drunk 
and being found- drunk.

They gave a long disquisition on the way 
that thy Welsh spent their Sunday, ending 
by adescription of-a religious revival in 
these words :—‘‘ Exceeding ecstasy under 
a vivid realisation of things invisible, or 
uncontrollable terror by discovery of their 
lost condition." (Laughter.) All this was 
very. interesting, and applicable to the 
point they wero considering.
